THE GROWING LIBRARY. 


The wisdom of the present city 
charter in separating the control of 
special departments of the city govera- 
ment from the Council and delegating 
it to commissioners and boards of 
trustees has been thoroughly demon- 
strated in one case at least—that of the 
Publſe Library. The appointments of 
trustees for this institution were made 
by Mayor Hazard on a non-partisan 
basis, there beingsome Democrats and 
some Republicans who had never 
signalltzed themselves especially 
in ward politics and who did 
not seek the office for the 
patronage it conferred; in short, did 
not seek the office at all. But they are 
men who take a deep interest in the 
cause of literature for ite own sake, 
and, when they assumed the duties 
of their position, they went at 
the work of building up a 
library con amore. Ihe results thus far 
accomplished, as shown by the report 
ot the library trustees submitted to 
the Council at its last session, are most 
gratifying. Not only bas the library 
been established in the ample, airy and 
well-lighted apartments provided for 
itin the Oity Hall building, with fur- 
niture and fixtures equal to the best to 
be found in the country, but there has 
also been formulated and adopted a 
broad and comprehensive system of 
classification, indexing and general 
management, and in the short space of 
six months 4771 new books have been 
added to the collection, nearly doubling 
the usefulness of the ‘institution. 
With such increased accommodations, 
such an enhancement of its literary at- 
tractions and such marked improve- 
ment in all of its workings, there is 
little wonder that the library has 
grown in popular favor. The report 
of the Librarian shows the 
monthly circulation of books for 
the last quarter (to December 
Ist) as follows: September, 4833; 
October, 5847; November, 7261. This 
is probably the most gratifying feature 
of the exhibit, showing as it does that 
the public appreciate the efforts put 
forth in their behalf, and that there is 
no danger of the good seed falling in 
waste places; it will all grow and 
bring forth a hundredfold.

JOHNSTOWN’S DEAD. 


LATER DETAILS OF THE OPERA- 
HOUSE HORROR. 


The Panic Mainly Due to the Nerv- 
ous Condition of the People, | 
Resulting from the 
Flood. 


By Telegraph to The Tune 

Jounstown (Pa.), Dec. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| ‘The opera-house horror here 
last night is fally as shocking as at first re- 
ported. The number of dead is positively 
known to be 10, and five of the injured 
were reported to have died this morning at 
their homes in various sections of town. The 
number of injured is about 80. 

Doctors say the most remarkable, feature 
of the accident is that not a single bone was 
broken, either of those killed or Injared. 

Those known to be killed are George 
Slonaker, Lizzie Claycomb, John Miller 
(colored), Isaac Foler, Mrs. Wesiey Burns, 
Clara Burns, George Horner, Mra. John W. 
Nestar, Eddie Blugler. 

The cause of death in every instance was 
the crushing at the doorway leading to the 
street in the frantic efforts of the people to 
get out of the building. 

The accident is an awful illustration of 
the highly nervous condition of a large 
number of the people of this unfortunate 
— Under ordinary circumstances and 
before the flood there would have been no 
catastrophe. There has been a disposition 
to draw morbid conclusions from 
emaugh calamity, and it has fastened itself 
— — women, young folks and many ex- 
citable middle-aged people. It has been no 
uncommon thing to hear such remarks as: 
“Well, I wonder what will happen next.”

PLANTS AND SEEDS. 


The latest bulletin issued from the 
Agricultural Experiment Station of the 
University of California states. that 
the distribution of plants and seeds 
from that station during the winter of 
1889 was much greater in amount of 
material and much wider geographic- 
ally than in any previous year since the 
work was undertaken. The total 
number of individual applications re- 
ceived last winter was 1060, of which 
994 were filled, wholly or in part. 
Every county of California was reached, 
except two small mountain counties 
and the extent of the distribution can 
also be inferred from the fact that 
packages addressed to applicants were 
sent to nearly one-half of all the post- 
offices in the State. The actual cost of 
the distribution to recipients was 
$268.04, which nearly covered packing, 
postage, etc.; tte labor of producing 
and gathering the seed, and, in a few 
cases, the cost of purchasing supplies 
was paid for from the University funds. 
It is announced that the station cannot 
undertake to fill applications from 
those ident in other States than 
California, except such exchanges as 
seem desirable with other experiment 
stations and occasionally with indi- 
viduals.

Post Mortem on the Man Found 
Dead at Santa Monica. 

Coroner Meredith returned from 
Santa Monica yesterday, where he went 
Tuesday evening to hold an inquest on 
the body of an unknown man at that 
place, an account of the finding of 
which was published in THe Times 
yesterday morning. By direction of the 
Coroner, Dr. Chaffey held a post mortem 
on the deceased, the result of which 
was to prove that death had resuited 
from natural causes, thus disproving 
the theory of suicide. The body was 
that of a well-nourished man, 35 to 40 
years of age, 5 feet 10 inches in height, 
with a feddish-brown mustache and 
brown hair, being bald over the 
temples. No marks of external vio- 
lence Were found, and the internal 
organs were healthy, with the excep- 
tion of the back of the right lung, 
which was engorged and hepatized, 
with adhesions, from which the 
Doctor was led to believe that 


pneumonia. Three of the upper front 
teeth were missing, and on the left 
arm the letters C. W.“ or G. W.“ 
were tattooed. These were the only 
marks oh the body that would lead to 
its identification, and there was no 
mark of any description on the cloth- 
ing which would indieate where he 
came from or give his name.

If the report 
favorable, the Governor then di 
that the nearest civil magistrate go 
upon the land personally with the pe- 
titioner and witnesses, and put him in 
possession. The grantee plucked u 
grass, threw stones and cried ** 
save the King!“ in whose name he then 
took possession. This curious ri 


English and French feudal custom of 
breaking twigs to change title. ‘These 
individual grants varied in éxtent from 
a few varas, for the support of a family, 
he many leagues, for grazing lands. 
The wisdom of this system is certain! 
less open to doubt than our own schemé, 
under which millions on millioné of 
acres have been given as subsidies for 
railroads, thus practically locking them 
up against actual settlement for at 
t a generation. 7 

But whether the theory was right or 
not euts no figure now. The grants 
were made, and the grantess acquired 
as perfect title from the Spanish 
crown as United States letters-patent 
can give now. In all equity, then, 
they are entitled to respect. 

Under the treaty of Guadalupe 
Hidalgo, February 2, 1848, by. which 
we acquired New Mexico and Cali- 
fornia, it was provided in the most ex- 
plicit language that the inhabitants 
should be admitted into all the rights 
and privileges of citizenship in the 
United States, protected in. their per- 
sons and property, ete. Under this 
treaty and universally-recognized Jaws 
of nations, the sovereignty and not 
the property of our Méxican citizens 
changed; and a grant valid under the 
laws of Spain and Mexico is a perfect 
and complete title, in law and equity, 
without any interference from the 
United States. The trouble with New 
Mexico today is that our Government, 
with ene disregard of its obliga- 
tions, has failed to provide any means 
by which claimants holding such 
valid titie can show the fact, and so be 
at peace. ‘here were no records of 
real-estate transfers, etc., obliged to be 
kept in the Territory till 1876; and no 
grants have been made here since 1846. 
In many cases the Government has ex- 
tended its public surveys ovér per- 
fectly good and valid grants, and as- 
sumes to own the land, which is now 
being settled under our various land 
laws. The sole step taken by Congress 
toward allowing New Mexicans to es- 
tablish their titles was the act of July, 
1854, establishing the officeof Surveyor-

It is rumored that serious attention 
is now being paid in official circles to 
the project of connecting the Baltic 
and rlin by a seagoing ship canal. 
This was a favorite idea of Dr. Strous- 
berg in his later and bankrupt days, 
when he cast about for some means of 
turning to account his financial genius, 
and there is reason to believe that 
even Count von Moltke thought the 
idea worth serious consideration. 
Admiral Batsche, too, once wrote a 
magazine article entitled First Ship 
in Berlin,” and discussed the question 
whether this phenomenon might best 
be brought about by deepening the 
Elbe or the Oder. He decided in favor 
of the latter, and now it is said a com- 
mittee is actually being formed to give 
effect to the proposal, or at least ex- 
amine it; but, in any case, it will be a 
very long time before Berlin becomes 
a seaport.
